During the last five years Canada 
has exported 141,655 horses. 1.081.756 
cattle. 459,809 sheep and 802,437 swine, 
according to a statement furnished 
by the Department of Agriculture. 

“No live animals can be exported 
from this country unless accompan¬ 
ied by a certificate of health issued 
by the Health of Animals Branch of 
this Department,” says the state¬ 
ment. 

“If ait> serious outbreak of conta- 
gious disease should occur, render¬ 
ing it impossible for these health 
certificates to be issued, a very seri¬ 
ous situation would develop in our 
large and ever-increasingiy impor¬ 
tant livestock export trade. The 
value of the service to Canada given 
by the Health of Animals Branch is 
demonstrated by the fact that for 
many years the more serious conta¬ 
gious livestock diseases, such as the 
foot and mouth disease and glanders, 
| have been entirely or almost non-ex- 
[ latent In Canada.”

Missoula, Mont., Feb. 9.—“Douglas 
fir manna,” more properly designated 
melezitose, is about one-half sugar 
content, but sugar can not be ob¬ 
tained from it for less than $66 a 
pound, according to reports received 
from the forest service products 
laboratory at Madison, Wis. 

The “manna” occasionally forms 
during summer droughts or in dry 
regions on the leaves and twigs of the 
Douglas fir. 


AN IN8URANCE SCHEME. 

Austin, Texas, Feb. 9.—A schedule 
for writing blanket policies on oil and 
oil properties In Texas has been ap¬ 
proved by^the State Fire Insurance 
Commission. The schedule was ap¬ 
proved upon application of an oil In¬ 
surance association of forty-seven 
companies, and the risk is to be pre¬ 
rated among these companies. 

Estimates are that premiums on 
oil insurance run above $500,000 an¬ 
nually, and the risk covered Is above 
$ 100 , 000 , 000 . 

TO AUSTRALIA.

London, Feb. 9.—The United States 
and Japan have taken over, since the 
beginning of the war. virtually all of 
the big export trade which the Cen¬ 
tral Powers had with India, says an 
official report, which addB that un¬ 
doubtedly American competition in 
India has come to stay. 

The place of the Central Powers has 
been taken by the United States so 
far as iron and steel, machinery, hard¬ 
ware and Instruments are concerned. 
Japan has taken the trade formerly 
held by Central Powers in such arti¬ 
cles as electrical accessories, copper, 
paper, glassware, textiles, beer and 
clothing. .The' bazaar trade in cheap, 
showy goods has been entirely cap¬ 
tured l# Japan. 

The primary reason for the In¬ 
creased shipments of American manu¬ 
factured goods to India harf been the 
inability of the established British ex¬ 
porters to supply the market owing 
to war conditions, says the report. Im¬ 
proved shipping facilities between the 
United States and India are declared 
to have very largely contributed to 
the expansion.

Canada’s balance of trade with the rest of the 
world in the calendar year 1919 was very much 
in her favor. During that period she exported 
products valued at $1,294,920,372, while her im¬ 
ports aggregated $941,000,700, the favorable bal¬ 
ance being therefore more than $350,000,000. On 
the basis of her trade relations with the outside 
world generally Canada’s dollar should be as 
good as the United States piece anywhere. 

This favorable balance, however, came 
chiefly from Canadian trade with the 
United Kingdom, the Dominion selling in 
that market goods to the value of $528,035,514 
and buying there products Valued at only 
.$87,516,819. Thus the balance of trade be¬ 
tween Canada and the United Kingdom favors 
this country by over $440,000,000. The Dominion 
also had favorable balances in trade with Aus¬ 
tralia, South Africa, New Zealand, France, Kou- 
mania, Italy, Norway, Belgium, Denmark, Hol¬ 
land, Brazil, Argentina and a few other 
countries. 

But this large margin in Canada’s favor is 
largely counteracted by the excess of imports 
over exports in her trade with the United 
States. Last year she bought in the republic 
goods to the value of $740,580,000, and sold in 
that market products valued at $454,686,000, the 
adverse balance thus being about $286,000,000. 

It is not this balance against us in our trade 
with the United States, however, which puts our 
dollar where it is in that country. There always 
has been a big margin against'Canada in her 
trade with her neighbor, and actually her cur¬ 
rency always has been liable to discount across 
the line, although in many communities that dis¬ 
ability was not imposed. In the present' case, 
however, we are selling goods to Europe on 
credit Bnd paying cash for what we buy in the 
United States. If Europe were able to pay Can¬ 
ada in cash for what the Dominion sells’ there 
our exchange in the United States would revert 
to normal or near it.

Future Effort. 

A large field for service is open¬ 
ing up in connection with the soldier 
lund settlement schemes.

operation With the Land Settlement 
Board officials and already has more 
or less extensive programmes In op¬ 
eration. 

Complete programmes are being 
supplied the Tuberculosis Hospitals 
all over the country as well as to the 
other military hospitals In the cities. 
In Capt. Pearson’s area moving pic¬ 
ture and other entertainment pro¬ 
grammes and supplies are being sup¬ 
plied to the T. B. Sanatoria at Tran- 
quille, Balfour, Frank, Wetaskiwin, 
as well as to the T. B. wards in the j 
hospitals in the cities. The Assocla- j 
tion is taking particular pains to I 
ease the conditions of these men. 

The various training settlements 
organized by the Soldiers’ Civil Re¬ 
establishment Board such as the 
Point Grey Agricultural School and 
the Amiens Training Farm at Ma- 
tsqul, wherever they are established 
are given supplies and equipment for 
■athletics, entertainment, reading and 
writing, the moving picture pro¬ 
grammes being the special feature. 

* These services are all rendered en¬ 
tirely at the expense of the Y. M. 
C. A. except that the men pay for 
their meals and beds at the Red 
Triangle Clubs. It can be seen the>e- 
fore, that carefql business manage¬ 
ment must be exercised to make 
$297,000 pay for such services all over 
Canada as are being rendered in 
these two provinces. 

When asked if the men appreciated 
the service being given Capt Pear¬ 
son said that while th: Association 
was not doing this work for thanks 
or any other reward and never asked 
anyone for a word of commendation.

The 
masts and heavy timbers were hewn 
out of the forest, but all lumber and 
other material hud to be brought by 
dog sledge from the line of. rail, miles 
away. 

Upon arrival the members of tYie 
company found themselves in the 
midst of a howling wilderness. On 
the three sides of them were the 
frozen forests. North and east were 
the barren lands on which they were 
to enact the scenes for "Back to 
God's Country." Between them and 
the Arctic ocean there wus not a foot 
of railroad of a settlement. 

We burned night and day fires to 
keep out the Intense cold. I passed 
up and down constantly among the 
actors, watching their faces and 
warning theta at the first sign of 
frozen ears or noses. In spite of this 
scarcely a member of the company 
got away without .a frozen ear, nose 
or cheek. One member suffered a 
frozen foot. 

Despite the fact that cast members 
were begged to take proper precau¬ 
tions and minute care of themselves. 
Ronald Byron, the leading man, died 
soon after his arrival. The tragedy 
nearly resulted in giving up the ven¬ 
ture. * ▼ l

"These three great world demands 
for silver are: (1) to pay the trade 
balance due such countries as India, 
China and other silver nations that, 
fortunately, will be satisfied to re¬ 
ceive silver instead of gold in pay¬ 
ment for their goods; (2) sliver to 
act as u 'backing' for the .billions of 
unsecured paper ‘money’ issued dur¬ 
ing the war. and variously estimated 
at 12 to 22 billions of dollars at nor¬ 
mal exchange value, and which must 
continue as valueless tehin-plasters' 
unless secured by either gold or sil¬ 
ver Reserves of some sort; (3) sliver 
coinage demands. Demands enumer¬ 
ated here as numbers (1) and (3) 
have each year in recent years, each 
of them alone, required more sliver 
than has been produced or 4 than is 
possible of production. 

"We have purposely said nothing 
of the demand for silver in jewelry, 
In silver plating, and in the film and 
photo and other arts ar.d industries.

of which there are 150,000,000 acres 
specially qualified to produce cotton 
more profitably than any other crop 
us long as the present prices obtain. 

The problem of successfully raising 
tropical cotton has really never yet 
been fully solved. Egypt Is really 
sub-tropical, and success there has 
been predicated upon abundance of 
cheap labor, which ia also the reason 
for the success of the crop in tropical 
India, and not because of the high 
degree of scientific cultivation and 
other factors which have made the 
South the cotton region of the world. 

In South America these factors 
must be Included in any system 
which will succeed because labor is 
not abundanL 

It is noteworthy that although the 
boll weevil got into Texas from 
across the Rio Grande, and is said to 
be native to Central America, it is 
not troublesome in the countries of 
Northern South America. This is 
partly explained by the existence of 
so many natural enemies of tho pest 
—the predatory ants, birds, spiders 
and other insects, as well as by the 
fact that the weevils Increase in pro¬ 
portion to the extent to which cotton 
becomes an exclusive crop, which Is 
not at all the case in South America 
yet. 

Advantage of Experienoo. 

One big advantage enjoyed by 
planters there is that they can apply 
from the start the methods worked 
out for minimizing the incidence of 
the weevil since it has been so thor¬ 
oughly studied in the United States, 
and it is conceded that if this is done 
its progress may practically be 
stopped. 

This seems highly probable, and it 
is well known that some wild cotton 
plants are undoubtedly indigenous to 1 
America. Some of the tropical Amer¬ 
ican cotton, of a remarkable kind, 
grows to a height of twenty feet, and 
does not require replanting. Two 
hundred of tho plants on an acre 
will produce as much cotton as three 
thousand of the sort grown on the 
uplands of Georgia and the Carolinas. 
Cotton picking on the Orinoco is not 
the back-breaking job that it is on 
the Chattahoochee. Different varieties 
of cotton may also be budded on 
these tropical trees if desired.
